Resident Unhappy About Foreshore 


.. Altona Council had before it last week a letter from 
Mr.:J. H. Ryan, giving a strongly expressed viewpoint on 


various aspects of the beach and foreshore. 
Councillors on the motion of Cr. Doug Grant 
decided to invite Mr. Ryan to meet the General 


Purposes Committee. 
The letter read — 


Dear Sir, 

When we decided to live in 
Altona and raise our family, 
the beach was the deciding 
factor. We visualized that the 
children would grow up won- 
derfully free and enjoy what 
was then and was for years 
a beautiful beach. 

I also joined an organisa- 
tion, known as the Altona 
Foreshore Committee, that I 
thought then and for about 
eight years was really worth- 
while. Most of the men on 
this Committee had one aim 
in mind, to improve the Fore- 
shore and make it as it was 
to us, the main attraction for 
our living in Altona. I am 
sorry to say, Sir, that this 
Committee (of skilful and in- 
telligent men) ceased to meet 
because of the roughshod way 
they were treated, and I do 
think practically ignored. 

Now Sir, I will get to the 
point, On Saturday and today 
Sunday I covered most of the 
main foreshore, and to say 
the least, I am nauseated and 
disgusted at the state of the 
beach. Seaweed I can under- 
stand (I attended a good 
School, the Foreshore Com- 
mittee). What-I am perturbed 
about is the enormous amount 
of rubbish that is accumulat- 
ing. Plastics, think of it, it’s’ 
there. Rotting Fish, ‘left 
mainly by so called. Fisher- 
men, with all the scales etc. 
spread over the steps. Even 
to Grass Cuttings from a 
house which I was admiring 
until I saw what they had 
done with their clippings. Also 
House waste which I am sure 


some had’.come from houses, 


facing the Foreshore. In our 
walks my daughter and I 
picked up dozens of pieces of 
broken glass and bottles. 
Brick bats, Stones and Con- 
crete Slabs off the seawall 
are left to create further 
hazards and add to the one 
“‘Hell of a Mess” (pardon the 
crude expression). 

Sir, if you have the time 
and space for further 
thoughts, may I continue with 
what I-feel is the cause and 
effect of the foregoing.

Flying did not become an accom- 
plished fact in Australia ‘until Harry 
Houdini got his plane off the ground 
near Diggers Rest on March 18, 1910.

Open Spaces Of Altona 
Suitable For Flying 
At this time Altona’s popu- 

lation was not more than 30 

people living in 15 houses 

spread between Seaholme and 

Rose Street. 

The wide open spaces were 
suited to flying. 

In the “Herald” of Noverm- 
ber 12, 1910, it stated that 
Cugnet’s first flight from Al- 
tona ‘‘some time ago’ reach- 
ed a height of 300 feet and 
hhe flew for seven minutes. 

After this (on November 7) 
he reached 200 feet but on 
‘landing swerved to miss a 
cow which was peacefully (7) 
grazing and he hit a tree 
‘causing sore damage. 

The Williamstown Adver- 
tiser issue of November 19, 
1910, reported that on the 
previous Tuesday evening 
(5th) “The Bleriot flew sever. 
‘miles in about as many min- 
utes which is a record for 
-Australia.” 

Most of the flights of this 
period in Australia can he 
described as little more than 
giant hops (and a large 
cnumber of crashes). 

Cugnet decided to hold a 
public demonstration of flying 
on November 26, a Saturday, 
zat Altona. 


“The Most Thrilling 
Sight Of Modern 
Times” 

He advertised the event as 
being “The Most Thrilling 
Sight ef Modern Times.” It 
was “Under the patronage of 
Federal and State Ministry.” 
Trains ran from Flinders 
Sireet to the station near 
Williamstown Racecourse 
(now Altona Sports Park) 
and a steamer service from 

‘Port Melbourne. 

The return rail fare includ- 
‘ing admission was 4/6 (45 
cents) and by steamer 3/6 
(35 cents). 

Cab drivers charged sight- 
seers 2/- (20 cents) to drive 
them from the station to the 
aerodrome, a distance of two 
miles. 

Admission to the aerodrome 
was 2/- and 21/- ($2.10) to 
the Vice-Regal Reserve, 
limited to 100 people. 

But on the day of the prom- 
ised flights a strong wind 
made fiying impossible. 

A loca! resident who as a 
boy witnessed this day has 
said that Cugnet tried to fly 
but ran into a cow. 


Crowd Disappointed 

The disappointment of the 
crowd was summed up in a 
report in the Advertiser: 
“Well if this wind can stop 
a flying machine, nobody but 
a Frenchman would get ex- 
cited about such an inven- 
tion.” 

“The crowd did get en- 
thusiastic. They saw M. Cug- 
net, most absequiously polite 
to the dead-heads whose train 
was run right on to the es- 
tate whilst theirs had stopped 
two miles away. 

“He held his hat under his 
left arm, his head was bare, 





bucking mule in a_ circus. 
They knew he could bow, but 
they wanted to see him fly. 

“And they didn’t get a 
chance. 

“They might go to see a 
flying machine again; but if 
a counter demonstration by a 
bullock dray were advertised, 
it would be rushed. The bul- 
Jock dray is not modern, or 
scientific, or fast; it is just 
an honest old plodder, always 
trying. 

“In dead calm or storm or 
rain it lumbers on, over hill 
and plain and gully and 
creek. 

“Tt is no weathercock, this 
grand old pioneer of ¢ivilisa- 


tion, but it can cut the way 


for bikes and motor cars and 
trains and coaches and never 
mind the weather or make 
excuses. 

“Besides this: faithful old 
slave, the fiying machine with 
its 20 horsepower motor that 
won't face a light wind, is 
merely a plaything for the 
luxury loving Frenchman.” 

The “Herald” of the same 
day stated that the acting 
Prime Minister, Billy Hughes, 
was one of the visitors and 


he christened Cugnet’s mach-4- 


ine “The Australia.” 
First Flight From MCG 

Probably the first flight 
seen by the geaeral public in 
Australia was made by Cug- 
net on December 10, 1910, 
when he made a gallant but 
foolish attempt to fly his 
plane out of the Melbourne 
Cricket Ground. 

It was the occasion of the 
Austral Wheel Race and the 
spectators had paid an extra 
admission charge to see the 
fight. = - 

But when it was announced 
conditions were unsuitable for 
flying, the crowd became hos- 
tile. 

Cugnet decided to start the 
engine and got off the ground 
clearing the spectators and 
the fence but just outside the 
ground, one wing clipped a 
tree and he crashed. Cugnet 
escaped with his life. 

First Reo! Flying At 

Altona 

The first real flying in Aus- 
tralia took place from Altona 
in February and March, 1911, 
by a J. J. Hammond. 

In addition to many suc- 
cessful public demonstrations 
of flying, the first cross coun- 
try flight from Altona to Gee- 
long, the first passenger taken 
aloft and the first charter 
flight were all made from Al- 
tona. 

Hammond flew a_ Bristol 
Box Kite with a 50 horse- 


‘| power engine from an open 


paddock at the rear of Altona 
House in Pier Street. 

The front of this house has 
been altered but part of the 
original building still forms 
the rear of two shops. Walk- 
ing south from the railway 
line along Pier Street they 
are the second and third 
shops on the right. 

Hammond had come from 
England late in 1910 with a 
mission from the Bristol and 
Colonial Aeroplane Company 
of Filton. With him were two 
mechanics and their manager 
Mr. S. Smith. 

They brought two planes 
and first stapped in Perth 
where, on January 6, 1911, 
they made a successful flight 
over Perth. 

But only after several post- 
ponements due to windy 
weather.

Later failures of public dis- 
plays, also due to the wind, 
led to hostile demonstrations.

Altona Headquarters 

For Fliers 

The party selected the site 
at the rear of Altona House 
for demonstrations. This be- 
came their headquarters. 

At 6.42 a.m. on February 
18. Hammond became air- 
borne before a small crowd 
which included Major H. C. 
Foot, of the Royal Australian 
Engineers, who was present 
in an official capacity. 

Hammond flew over Wil- 
liamstown and then to the joy 
of train travellers followed 
the Geelong Express. 

Turning north he flew over 
Sunshine before returning to 
Altona where he glided down 
and made a perfect landing 
only 20 yards from the spec- 
tators. 

Hammond was in the air 
for 31 minutes and estimated 
he had travelled over 20 
miles. 

Major Foot was much im- 
pressed and advised that it 
was the intention of the Min- 
ister of Defence and Major 
General Hoad to come and 
watch a flight. - 

GE wa’ not till two years 
later, in 1913, after the Min- 
ister of Defence had visited 
England, that the Common- 
wealth Government ordered 
two Bristol aeroplanes to 
start the first flying school at 
Point Cook). 


First Cross Country 
Flight 


Hammond announced that, 
weather permitting, he would 
attempt a flight from Altona 
to Geelong on February 20, 
1911, and take his wife along 
as passenger. 

On the appointed day he 
took off for a test flight at 
5.59 am. His wife, dressed 
in warm clothing, waited on 
the ground ready to accom- 
pany him on his attempt to 
fly to Geelong. . 

Gn the test Hammond flew 
to 4,000 feet and finding con- 
ditions good for flying, decided 


leaving his wife at Altona. 
She went to Geelong by car. 

Hammond followed the rail- 
way line to Geelong. 

Many people expected to 
see him come across Corio 
Bay and were surprised to 
hear the sound of the engine 
behind them as it turned 
south from Belmont Com- 
mon. 

Noticing the bridge over 
the Barwon River he decided 
not to land on the Common. 
He landed on the Geelong 
racecourse. 

The flight of 42 miles had 
been covered in 55 minutes. 

At 6 a.m. on February 21 
before a large crowd, Ham- 
mond gave a superb exhibi- 
tion of perfect control. 

He landed, but at 6.15 a.m. 
again took off and headed for 
Altona. Soaring over the City 
of Geelong at great height he 
crossed Corio Bay and headed 
in a direct line for Altona 
where he landed 30 minutes 
later, having covered a dist- 
ance of 39 miles. 

Overnight he changed the 
engine and next morning at 
7 a.m. Hammond was testing 
it in a flight te Sunshine, to- 
wards Melbourne and back to 
Altona, a distance of 25 miles.

Altona district for 1212 miles, 


then made-a perfect landing 
of the first passenger flight 
in Australia. 

One of his mechanics, a 
Mr. Cole, was his passenger 
on the next short flight. 

Again these two took off 
and ventured further. They 
flew over Williamstown, Port 
Melbourne, St. Kilda, Albert 
Park, Government House, the 
Exhibition Buildings, Bourke 
Street and Spencer Street in 
the city before in Hammond's 
own words he ‘Put the nose 
down over Coode Island and 
went hell for leather to Al- 
tona and breakfast.” 

He had been in the air for 
28 minutes for the first aero- 
plane flight over Melbourne. 


First Australian 
Passenger 


Next reported flight was on 
March 2 when for the first 
time in Australia an Aus- 
iralian was a passenger. He 
was the late Mr. H. H. Bail- 
lieu. 

Also a passenger on a later 
flight on the same morning 
was another member of the 
stock exchange, . .Mr.W. J. 
Knox. 

The passengers summed up 
their reactions as: “It was 
just like travelling swiftly 
over a smooth road in a fast 
motor car.”* 

Hammond announced that 
he would give public demon- 
strations on March3 and 4, 
weather permitting. 

Early Morning Flights 

A special train was to leave 
Central Station at- 5.50 a.m. 
and the steamer Wilfiams- 
town would operate from Port 
Melbourne. 

The return trip would be 
made in time for business

An examination disclosed 
that the engine had a broken 
inlet valve. 

So as not to disappoint the 
crowd the engine was remov- 
ed and replaced with another 
which was being cleaned. 

This engine “‘sulked” on a 
test flight, but after being 
doctored with oil, Hammond 
was able to set off on a fourth 
flight and for six minutes en- 
gaged in the most intricate 
manouevres, never above 200 
feet.
